(hop(not willing to violate the EccleſtaſticallJaws gran-

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ted by the Imperiall Maieftic)refuſed ſoro doe. The go- 
nernor called the Biſhop before him, threatned to whip 
him, and to teare his fleſh with jron hookes: the people 
hearing thar indignitie offered to the Biſhop , fell ro an 
vprore, and would haue f{laine the Lieftenanr, had not 
that innocent man of God, with much adoe, fbaied that furious 
tumult,and delivered his perſecutor from that perill, to whoſe 
pleaſure he did afterward [ubmit himfelfe. 

The ſame Nazzianzen, for his admirable learning cal- 
led the druine,writeth of /nlianthe Apoſtata-Emperours 
death : #L;anwaspuniſhed by the mercie of God, tho-

unnty of Antichriſt, and Antichriſt him-

placed a better in his ſteads if there had bheene any ſuch 
opinion in thoſe daies, as our moderne /c/aztes and Pr. 
7itans beare now the world in hand. As this father, in 
his writings, kept.notthe modeſtic of the other fathers, 
which liued in that age vader Coxſantins : fo» he did not 
continue inthe vnitic of the catholique Church. Zucifer 
v&r:1.in obir. (faith Ambroſe) denided himſelfe from our communion, 
frariis Satt”s ; . p” =

When Ambroſe was commanded , to deliuer vp his 
Church in Myllaineto Maxentins an Arrian Bilhop, he 
declared his reſolution in afermon to the people: which 
were verieſorie for his departure.

by any other meanes, then teares, I neither ought nor 
can reſiſt:\o farre Ambroſe. Not dilabilitic but dutie, not 
want/of ſtrength and martiall forces, buta reverend re- 
gard of the Emperours Maieſtic , commanded by the 
law of God, kepc rhis blefſed Ambroſe from reſiſting, 
For he might eaſily haue wronghr the churches liberty, 
his owne ſaftic, and the Arrians calamitic by the ouer-

S. Auguſtine relateth the ſame ofthe Chriſtian ſouldi- 
ers,vnder /uliap the Apoſtata-Emperour: [ulinnns extitit 
imperater infidelis,lulian was an vabelecuing Emperour, 
was henotan Apoſtata?an oppreflor, and an Idolarer? 
Chriſtian fouldiers ſerued that vnbelecuing Emperour. 
When they came tothe cauſe of Chriſt, they would ac-

N this age of the Church, the Popes exalted them- 
ſclues aboue all that is called ney ypon priuate dif- 
pleaſures and quarrels, did curſe and ban Princes , in- 
cenſing their neighbour-nations, and perſwading their 
owne ſubics, to make warre againſt them, as if Chriſt 
had ordeyned his Sacraments,notto be ſeales of grace, 
and helpes of our faich,but hookes ro catch kingdoms, 
and rods to ſcourge ſuch Porentates as would nor, or 
could not procure the Popes fauour. How farre theſe 
Popiſh praiſes, did diſpleaſe the godly and learned, I 
will ſhew by S. Bernard, Walthramns Bilhop of Nanum- 
berg, the epiſtle, _Solegeticall of the Church of Leige 
'_ againſt 
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againſt Peſchalieche Pope, and the author of Henriethe 
fourth his life. ' ©: 1 

S. Bernard, inone of his ſermons vpon the words 
of Chri#, 1am the vine, commendeth the anfwerof 2 


certaine King, Bene quidans rex, cram percuſſins humanaſa- © - 


gitta, ee. It was well ſaid of a King when he was ſhot 
into the bodie with an arrowe, and they that were a- 
bout him, defired him -to be bound vntillthe arrowes 
head weare cut out, for that the leaſt motion of his 
bodie would endanger his life : no (quoth he) it doth 
notbeſeeme a King co be bound , letthe kings power be 
euer ſafe andat libertie. Andthe fame fatherin an e- 
piſtle ro Ludovicws Craſſas the king of France teacherh 
ſubie@s, how to rebell and fight againſt their Princes;

facere placuerit : Whatſocuer you pleaſe to doc with gecacyin. 


your kingdome, p_ foule,pr your crowne, we that are 
che children of the Church cannot endure or diſſemble 
the iniuries,contempt,and conculcation of our mother. 
Queſtionleſſe we will ſtand and fight cuen vnto death 
in our mothers behalfe , and vic ſuch weapons, as we 
may lawfully, I mean not [words and ſpeares, bur praiers 
andfeares to God. 

When Gregorie the 7. had depoſed Henrie the 4. he 
gaue away the Empire to one Rodoſphuzs duke of Saxomte, 
that was a ſworne ſubicc to that diſtreſſed Emperour: 
which Redebph, in a batraile _=_ his ſoueraigne Lord, 
loſt his rie4t-hand,and gained a deadly wound. After his 
death, the Pope madeone Hermum king of Germante, 
who enioyed his kingdome bura lirtle time, for he was 
flaine with a ſtone, which a woman threwe vpon him

from aturret, as he made/an aſſaule(inſpare) againſt his 

owne caſtle, to trie the valour of his ſauldiers. Then did 
Bis Egpere46 by the Popes encouragement aſcend the Im- 
hab:eur in periallthrane,whergon he (xburawhillerfor as be flep- 
raw friends» pedaſide fronybisarmie wto.a-mill ,to ref hunſelfe 4n 
- ms "of the heat of the day, he was diſcouered by the nuler:to 
the Emperaurs friends, and loſt his life far his labour. 
Dusingthis.hurly-burly in-thae ſtare, Fabhravm agodly

In the progreſle of their apologie they determine three 
great queſtions: firſt, whether the Pope hath power to 
excommunicate Kings?Secondly,to whom it belongeth 
to inflict temporall puniſhment, when Church-men of- 
fend againſtfaith, vniric, or good manners? And third- 
ly, what remedie ſubieRs haue againſt their kings, that 
are impious or tyrannous?

Kings may be admoniſhed and reprooued, by 
ſuch as be diſcreerte and ſober men, for Chriſt the King 
of Kings in _carth, who hath placed them in his owne 
ſtead, hath reſerued them to his owne iudgement, &c. 

Their anſwer to the ſecond queſtion, 1s grounded 
on the teſtimonie of S. Auguſtine, the practiſe of Prin- 
ces, and. the authoricie of Paul. Kings (fay they) and 
Eimperours by their publike lawes , haue: forbidden he-

{ceing we are noheretiques, and that it -belongeth not

For anſwer tothe third queſtion,they ſhew by ſan- 
drie places of Scripture, that there is no other helpe a- 
gainfteuill Princes,then prayer and patience: N#hil mo- 
do pro Imperatore noftro dicimms,ghc. We will for the pre: 
ſent ſay nothing in defence of our Emperour, burthis we 
ſay, though he were as bad as youreport him to be, we 
would endure his gouernment, becauſe vur finnes haue 
deſcrued ſucha gouernor. Be it: we muſt needs-graunt 
againſt qur will,that the Emperour is an Arch-hererike, 
an invader of the kingdome, a worſhipper of the Simo- 
naicall Idol, and accurſed by the Apoſtles and Apoſto- 
like men,as you lay of him:ecuen ſuch a Prince ought nor 
to be reliſted by violence, burendiired bypatience and 
praicr. Hoſes brought many plagues vpon Pharaob, 
whoſe heart God had hardened, but it was by praicr and 
the lifting vp his hands to heauen, And S.Pawl requireth 
praiers to be made for all men;for Kings and ſich as arc 
in authoririe: which kings were neither Catholikes nor 
Chriſtians. Berweh alſo from the mouth of the Prophet 
lereme,wrotevnto the lewes, which were capriues 'vato 
the king of _, that they muft-pray: forthe life of 
Nabuchodonofer the king of Babylow, and Balthazar 
his ſonne, that their daies in carth may beas the daies of _ 
hbeauen, &c.

And alſo , becauſe that 
in ſtead of releening the Common-wealth our of di- 
ſtreſle, which is ener the prerence of feditious praftiti- 
oners, they ſhall heape miſcheefe on ir, and deſolatton 
on themſelues: as(_Aquinas) if he be rhe author of the 
booke de regim. principum, ſhewerh manifeſtly.

They that are the authors orabettors ofſedition, can 
neither avoide ſhame in carth, noreſcape eternall dam- 
nation. Though God the great Iudge do fomerime per- 
mir rebells, in his Iuſticeto preuaile againſt Kings , for 
their contempt of thelawe of the higheſt, and the ne- 
ele&tof their owne dutie. The reward of rebellion ſhall 
be no better then the recompence of Sathan,who is the 
inſtrument of the Lords wrath for the puniſhment of all 
diſobedience. It is molt true that: as {ke men , neere 
their death, haue many idle fancies,ſothe world before 
the ende thereof ſhall be troubled with many errots. In 
theſe declining dayes of the world , many countreys, 
Cities,and Cantons, renounced theirold gouernment, 
and ſubmitted themſelues to ſuch a newe regiment as 
they beſt liked:for confirmation of which praRiſfes,there 
wanted not politike Diuines,(what wine 1s ſo ſourethar 
ſome hedge grapes will not yeeld)ro inueſt the people 
and Nobles with the power ouer Kings, to diſpoſe of 
their kingdomes. The heathen Poliriciansfrom whome 
this politike Diuinitic is deriued, knowing not the true 
God,and having no rule to dire then, bur naturall rea- 
ſon,thought him no murtherer, but a defender of his coun- 
grey that killed tyrants. But this pagan principiec,beeing a

From theſe,the Puritans have learned their error, of 
the power of States-men ouer Kings,then which,no opinion 
can be more daungerous: where the Nobilitic ate as 
readie to praQtiſe , as the Puritan preachers are to pre- 
ſcribe. What preſumption. is it in men, to paſſe the 

bounds which God hath fet them, to controltrhe wrt- 
dome of the Lord,and his vnſpeakable goodnes, v heir 
he maketh triall ofthe patience of his Saints,by the out- 
rage and tyrannie of cruel} kings, that they which are 
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found patient in trouble,conſtant in truth, and-loyall in 
ſubieftion,may be crowned With glorie. VVere we per- 
{waded,thatthe hearts of Kings ars in Gods hand, that the 
haires of our head are numbred,and that no aſlition 
can befall vs, which God doth not diſpoſe to the exer+ 
ciſe of our faith, the triall of our conftancie,or the pu- 
niſhment of our finne, we would as well admire the iu- 
ſtice of God, in permitting tyrants, that our ſinnes may 
be iudged,and puniſhed in this world, as praiſe his mer: 
cie and fauour, in giving reſt to his ſeruants, vnderthe 
protection of godly and gracious princes. * 


The ninth ( hapter ſheweth the pge- 


nerall conſent of the Moderne Puritans touching 
the coercion,depoſition, and killing of Kings 
whome they call tyrants. | 


He Citizens of Genena, changed the gouerment 

from a Monarchie to a Democratie in the yeare of 
Chriſt, 1536.In the which yeare, /ohn Calvincame into 
that Citie, to viſit his freind Farelbes; And was choſen 
the publike reader of dininitic. Ar his firſt comming 
thither, he publiſhed his Theologicall inflitutions.\Wher- 
in he doth verie learnedly, and Chriftianly intrear of 
the authoritic of princes, and the dutie of kibiets.One 
onely place is harſhe, and dangerous: delivered in ob- 
ſcure, and doubttull tearmes,'to excuſe (as I conceiue) 
the outrage of the Citizens, againlt their prince, whora 
they had not many weekes before expelled: not to au- 
thoriſe other men to attempt the like againſt their ſo- 
ucraigne Magiſtrates. His words aretheſe, S: qui ſrt 


popu

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populeres Magiſtratus , ad mioderandam reauum libidiven 
conſttati. [fthere be any popular Magiſtrates,to reſtraine 
the licentiouſneſſe of Kings, of which'kinde were the 
Ephori oppoſed againſt the Lacedemonian Kings, the 
Tribuaes of the people , which curbed: the Romane 
Conſuls, and the Demarchie which brideled the Senate 
ot Athens; And ſuch peraduentureas things now-ſtand 
are the three ſtates in cuery kingdome , afſembled in 
Parliament. I doe not denic, but theſe inregard of their 
datic , ftand bound to reprefle the vnrulineffe of 
licentious kings: Nay, I aftirme , that if they doe bur 


' winkeat at thoſe kings, which pecuiſhly make hanock of 


their people, and infult againſtrheir communalcie, that 
they want not the'guilt of hainons treacheric, becauſe 
they betray the libertie of the people, whoſe guardians 
they know themſeclues to be appointed. Thusfarre Cal- 
vin. Since which timeall Puritans haue turned his con- 
iunction comdztonall, into an i/hktive, his aduerb of doub- 
tingto an affirmative; and his permiſhve , nonveto, into a 
verb of the imparative moode,in their books of regiment 
fecular,and diſcipline Ecclefiaſticall. 

Chriſtopher Goodman,publithed a treatiſe of obedience 


at Geneva, not without the veric good liking and appro- 


bation of the beſt learned in that citie, 1557. wherein : as

he affirmerh, Thagif Magiſtrates tranſgrefſe Gods lawe 
rhemſelues, and command others to doe tlic like, rhey 
looſe that honour, and obedience which otherwile is 
due vnto then: and ought no more to be taken for Ma-' 
giſtrates : bur to be examined andpuniſhed as private 
rranſoreffors: ſo farre Goodman.

the holy texts of Scripture, which the —_ and Pari- 
tans doe:damnably abuſc, againſt the Ecclcftaſticall and 
Civillauthoritie of Kings,ſhall be anſwered by rhe god- 
ly Proteſtants : whoſe la ur God vſcd to reforme his 
Church ſince the yeare of our Lord, r517.and by the an- 
cientFathers and orthodoxall Wriccrsin cuery age of 
the Church, This | Paritan-poſition, which authoriſeth 
Nobles and aſſemblics of States againſt wicked kings,is. 
the very aſſertion of the moſtſeditious Ieſuits, that haue 
lived in our age, as I will demonſtrate byrwoor three : 
lohannes Martana, whoſe booke ſeemeth tobe written in 
defence of Clement the fryer, who ſtabbed -Hemrie the 3. 
king of France. The faults and licentiouſnes of kings 
(faith Marian) whether they raigne' byconſent of the 
people,or right of inheritance ,are to be! borne and en- 
dured,ſo long as the Jaws of ſhametaſtnes and honeſtie, 
whereto all men be bound.are not violated: for Princes 
ſhould not raſhly be diſturbed, leaſtthe commonwealth 
fall into greater miſerie and calamitic. But 1fche Prince 
make hauock of the commonwealth,and expoſe the pri- 
uate fortunes of his ſubiesfora pray to other men,it he 
deſpiſe law, &contemme religion,this courſe muſt be ra- 
ken againſt him. Let him be admoniſhed and _— ro 
Us 
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his dutie: if he repent,fatisfie the Wealepublike, and a- 
mend his faults, there ought (as I thinke) tobenofur- 
ther proceeding againſt him. But ifthere be no hope of 
his amendment, the commonwealth may take away: his 
kingdome. And becauſe thatcannot be done(in all like- 
lihoode)withoutwarre,they may leuie power, brandiſh 
their blades againſttheir king, andexa&t money of the 
people, for che maintenance of their warre: for when 
there is no other helpe , the Pecres of the:conimon * 


_ wealch, having proclaimedtheirking a'publike enemy, 


may take away his lite. Thus farre: Marian. 

The Stateſmen of the Kingdome (faith Franciſcus Fe- ,, ..gc. Þ. 
vardentius) haue a ſoucraigne power ouer their Kings: 12345. 
for Kings are notabfolutely eſtabliſhed; but ſtand bound 
to obſecue lawes , conditions,-and -compadts, to their 
ſubiecs: the which, if they violate, they are nolawfull 
Kings, but theeues and tyrants, puniſhable by the ſtates. 

Thus farre Feuaracentius. 

Inferiour Magiftrates(faith Johannes Baptiſha Ficklerus) de ure ma- 
are the fenders and proteRours of the Jawes a— 
rightes of the ſtate,and haue authoritie(ifneed require) 
to corre and puniſh the ſupreame King.

An Engliſh fugitive , which was the author of the 
booke de iuſts abdicatione Henrict Terty,affirmeth , That 
all the Maieſtic of the kingdome, is inthe aſſembly of 
Srateſmen, to whom it belongerth ta make coucnants 
with God, to difpoſe of rhe affaires- of the kingdome, 
to appoint matters pertaining:to warre 'and peace, tO... s. 
bridlethe kingly power, and to ſertle all tbings thatbe- 
tong to publique goucrnment.. So farre he. |

laweand ordernaturall, Nationall, and poſitive , doth 
teach, tharthe cominonwealkh; which gauc Kings their 
-authoritic for the common good, may reftraine or take 
the ſame fromchem-if they abuſe it ro the common ill: 
{o'farre Doleman,and of this opinion are many other as 
may appeareby D. Morton by whom they are diſcouered 
andrefuted;”” 

How-farreithis gangrene will extend, I knowe not, 
The kings of Chriſtendome are daily crucified , ( as 
Chrift their Lord was) betweene two thecues; I meane 
the Papiit and Puritan, which haue prepared this dead- 
ly povton for Princes, whom they in rheir owne irreli- 
gious and traiterous hearts , ſhall condemne tor tyran- 
nie. I hope neither Peeres'norpeople will. be ſo fond to 
beleeve them, or wicked to followethem, which pre» 
rend|the reformation of religion, anddefend che ſubuer- 
ſion of Chriſtian ſtates. If inferiour officers, or the pub- 
like aſſembly of all States , will claime this power, it 
ſftandeththem vpon;(asthey wil avoid euerlaſting dam- 
nation)nort roderiueatitlefrom Rome,Lacedemon, or 
Athens, (as Calvin doth, whom the reſt followe ) but 
trom the hill of S/0z, and to plead their intereſt from the 
law or the goſpel.” Simindatam non eſt preſumptio eff, & 
ad penam proficiet, non ud premimm:quia ad contumeliam per- 
tinet conditoris , vt contempto Domino colantur ſervi , 69 
fpreto Imperatore, adorentur Comites. It their oppoſition 
againſt Kings be-not commanded of God , ir is pre- 
ſumprion againſt God: for it is a contumely againſt 

God rhe creator of all ſtates ,; to deſpiſe Lords and 


honour ſervants, to contemne the ſoucraigne Empe- 
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rour,and to reuerence the Peeres of the Empire. So 
farre Auguſtine. My ſonne ( ſaith Salomon ) feare God 
and the King ,and medale not with the ſeditions: for their de. *"9na441. 
'F. ftruitionſhall come ſoaainly, and who knoweth the end of them? 
The concluſton of all is, ThatKings haue ſupreame and 
abſolute authoritie vader God on earth, not becauſe all 
| things are ſubic& to their pleaſure, which were plaine 
tyrannic, not Chriitian ſoueraigntie : but becauſe all 
perſons, within their domintons, ſtand bound in lawe, 
allegiance, and conſcience, to obey rheir pleaſure, orto 
abide their puniſhment. And Kings themſelues, are no 
way ſubic& rothe controwle,cenſure, or puniſhment,of 
0 any earthly man,but referued by ſpeciall prerogatiue to 
the moſt fearefull and righteous iudgement of God, 
with whome there is no reſpe&of perſons. He wheſc 
ſeruants they are , will beate them with a rod of iron, and 
breake them in peeces like a potters veſſel, it they abuſe that 
' great, and ſoueraigne power, (which God hath endued 
them withall,)ro ſupport error,ro ſuppreſſe truth, and to : 
; oppreſſe the innocent.God,of his great mercig, graunt 
1 vs the ſpirir of truth, co dire&vs in all loyaltie, that we 
| becing nor ſeduced by theſe ſedirious Seftaries, may 
growe in grace, ſtand faſt in obedience, embrace loue, 
follow peace , and encreaſe more and more in the 
knowledge of our Lord Iefis Chriſt. To whom be all 
praiſe, power,and dominion now and for ever. Amen. 
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
